The Cadet Band 
played In a contest began this year by the 
Southeast lowa Bandmasters Association and 
received a "I" rating. They also received a 
trophy for the "best in class." 

Many changes were good this year. I know 
within myself that many thinas are different. I 
have learned to appreciate things that before 
were nothing. Responsibility became a reality 
that only comes when there are problems to 
overcome. I know now that you really have to 
want something for It to happen. This Is a year 
to remember. 

To give us a way of remembering the 1973-

hopes that it will help refresh your memory 
when you look back years from now.

As you look at this page you may 
wonder what it is all about. It is about 
how the Shield staff looks at its task: the 
publishing of a service to the school 
community, a book to capture 
memories for the present and the 
future. Because we care. 

Headed by editor Debbie Boege and 
assistant editor Doris Robertson, The 
Shield tried a different technique to 
keeping memories alive. While main- 
taining good photojournalism stan- 
dards and quality, the staff tried to 
adopt a magazine style to put the year 
in "articles" of interest in 1973-4. The 
cover represents a folio cover. For this 
reason the advertisements have been 
placed inside the body of the book and 
not at the end for the first time. 

For the first time this year the staff 
served as a jack-of-all trades and true 
division of labors would be difficult. 
Among the major movers toward 
deadlines were: Keith Allaman who 
served as Sports Editor, etc.: Sue 
McGuire who typed letters, etc.; Sherry 
Newell who wrote copy, etc.; Jan Zabel 
who helped draw out pages, etc.; Gary 
Sawyer who cropped pictures, etc.; and 
Bill Mohr who knew names, etc. 

Yearbooks were sold by just about 
the entire staff this year and sales were 
at an all time high. This fact made the 
giant project's many long hours into the 
night worthwhile and advisor, Mr. Len 
Cockman's questions (why isn't that 
picture taken?) more meaningful. 

A book like this is the result of many 
hours of work by many people. Our list 
of thanks extends to all those parents 
who helped, Mr. and Mrs. Jack Hull of 
Hull's Studio and their wonderful staff 
— especially Mr. John Baker, to the 
faculty and students who helped, and to 
Mrs. Leonard Cockman. We got along 
with the help of our friends. 

The 1974 Shield is printed by the 
Inter-Collegiate Press of Shawnee Mis- 
sion, Kansas on 80 lb. enamel paper 
cut to 9 X 12. The cover was designed 
by the staff and silk screened by the 
publisher. 

Many new faces shone through as 
the staff tried to bring the 1973-4 school 
year to the students and faculty as they 
themselves saw it. That took a lot of 
looking and caring. 
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Volume 15 of the Lance was unique in that it was the first Lance to start the 
school year weekly. 

Under the editorship of Nanette Harbeck, with the help of assistant editor 
Gary Sawyer, the four page, tabloid Lance started a series of issues which had 
numbered twelve by Christmas vacation and was nearing thirty by the end of the 
year. 

Nan and Gary, who shared editorial duties, brought such topics as gun con- 
trol, the junior high bond issue, the overemphasis on winning, underground 
writing and the energy crisis home to the North Scott students. 

Nan had put in two years of Lance work before assuming the editorship. Gary 
continued to write for the North Scott Press while helping Nan manage the Lance 

staffers. , 

Nan started planning for Volume 15 in the spring of 1973 by planning a talk to 
interested eighth grade students in the junior high. The effort paid off as three 
dependable young staffers joined the Lance in this their freshman year. Dawn Sly, 
Lori Rock, and Lisa Lau all helped give needed depth to the Lance. 

But experienced staffers returned to do most of the Lance's writing. Matt 
Ankney, Sue Baker, Pam Merritt, and Sherry Newell combined to do much of the 
Lance s coverage. 

The Lance sports page was enlivened with the writing of Mike Wallace and 
Steve Campana. Both had the background to give full coverage to NS athletics. 
Wallace was a member of the basketball team and Campana competed on the 
wrestling team. Campana's articles had even wider readership after he started 
covering wrestling for the NS Press in Dec. 

A senior newcomer to the staff was Jan Vollbeer, who proved a talented 
writer in her first year of journalism work. Other newcomers to the Lance were 
senior Brendia Witt, sophomore Dave Kelly, photographer Jayne Kluever, and 
junior cartoonist Rhonda Staggs.

The outlook for the 1973-1974 wrestling season was bright for Head 
Coach Richard Snyders and Assistant James Logan. With a total of ten 
returning lettermen. only three of these seniors and the remaining seven 
juniors, the team looked to be rather young. In spite of this they rolled up 
a very impressive dual meet record, 10-1. Their only loss came early in 
the season at the hands of Davenport West, 24-20. 

In the process of accumulating such a fine dual record they were 
undefeated in conference meets, proving that they were a strong, well- 
balanced team. Of the twelve varsity regulars there was only one losing 
record The basic shortcoming of the Lancer Grapplers was the fact that 
they had no truly outstanding individuals. Their best showing in the big 
meets was in the lllowa Conference Tournament.

Even though the team is losing five senior 
letter winners who contributed greatly to the team's success they will 
have eleven returning lettermen. Of these eleven, two were selected 
most valuable. Mike Fowler and Mike Martin. These lettermen. with 
another year of experience and age. stand a good chance of becoming a 
fine tournament team. 

The Junior Varsity finished the season with a perfect dual meet 
record of 10-0. They also had their trouble in tournament competition as 
in the Pleasant Valley J.V tournament they finished third behind Betten- 
dorf and Davenport West. They also brought home a second place 
trophy from the Davenport West Invitational. 

The Freshmen wrestling season proved to be successful as they 
finished with a 9-4 dual record over-all and finished second In the Lancer 
Freshman Invitational.
